The Child Murderer Calmly Receives
the Jury's Verdict.

FAST WORK IN CRIMINAL COURT.

An Interesting Injunction Case Comes From
Willow Grove.

GENERAL COURT NEWS OF INTEREST

Frank Gerade was convioted vesterday of
murder in the first degree for the killing of
his step-child. In view of the weight of
the testimony produced at the second trial
the verdiet was considered by many as a
most remarkable one, and it was almost the
unanimous opinion of those who had been
cloge obeervers thronghout the irial that the
verdiet was entirely due to one point raised

by District Attomey Burleigh in  his
prosecution. The keynote of his argn-
ment 1o the jury was that il

the jury would find that Gerade was
ko deranged at the time he eommitted the
murder as not to be able to comprehend the
consegquences of his aet, they conld aeqnit
him, but otherwize they must eonvict.
Judge Ewing did not dispute this in his
charege

The charge was deliversd at the opening
of the court. Judge Ewing seemed worried
when he went into court, and admitted to
the jury that be was  “Thave never tried
g homicvide case " caid be, “that has given
me so muach worry, It troubled my sleep
lust night.” Tn hischarge he was rather
enreful not 1o express an opinion. but said
the rase was so peculiarly important that he
wanted the jury to draw ils own conclu-
siop.*

The jurs retired at 10:00, At 2:45 they
rent wond into court that they had agreed
upon a verdiel. The defendant was brought
in: J. Cherles Dicken, one of his atiorneys
was aleo precent, The defendant was
ordered to stand while the jury rendered
the verdict. Gerade arose slowly and fixing
hiz eves npon the cradle, upon which he
haid beaten ont the brains of his stepehild,
he stared steadily during the reading of the
verdict. As the final words ware spoken
by the foreman, sealing jor the recond time
trerade’s doom, a peroeptible flush erent over
lits face and I gently knitted his eyebrows,
hirt pot ronsele moved. He did not seem half
xo surprised at the verdict as did the ma-
jority of the spectators, who rather antici-
pated that the plea of insanity had proven
of sufficient weight to acquit the defendant.

An Interesting Case Comes TUp From
Willow Grove—Property Protectad.

In the Court of Common Pless No, 2,
J. W. Kinnear yesterday filed a bill in
equity and asked for an injunetion in
behalf of the Arlington Lodge, Knights of
Pythias, to restrnin W. R. Burson, A.
Leam and Samuel MeKinney from drilling
an oil well on a lot adjoining the one on

which the Knights propose to build
a hall in  the town of Willow Grove.
The court refused the  injunction

but granted all the plaintifis expected,
viz., an order that defendants give bond
to secure plaintiffs from loss in the case of
fire or other injury. The contractor, a man
named McEwen, had commenced work but
refused to go on unless indemnified in case
of & fire, and the probability is that the well
will be drillsd, Judge Bredin opposed
the bill.

An interesting question arises which has
never been settled in this State, though a
very important one. Some lawyers,and care-
ful ones too, hold that s man has no more
right to drill a well for oil or iu a town,
near residence houses or other buildings,
than he has to locate a powder magazine in
such a place; that such work is equally
as menacing as the stored powder would be,
aud that a bond to indemnify in case of dis-
aster does not cover the ease, as indemnity
could not be accepted as sufficient in  case
of loss of life. There is no doubt
that drilling oil wells in towns
is n great nuisance to many who are not
finanecially interested. Some nice residence

ANOTHER WILL VOID.

New York's Law Is Not Favorable to
Charitable Trusts

THE O0GDEX BEQUEST IS INVALID.

An Additional Quarter of a Million Dollars
for Relntives.

PROPERTY ELSEWHERE NOT AFFECTED

EPECTAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISPATCR.1,
NEw YORE, Nov, 25.—A clause of the
will of William B. Ogden, the first Mayor
of Chicago, who was extensively interested
in the railways about that ecity, providing
tor the distribution of about 521,000 to
charities, has been declared void so far as it
was intended to affect property in this State,
by Justice Patterson, of the Supreme Court.
In so much as the bulk of ihe estate
of §5,000,000 left by the decedent, however,
isin Wisconsinand Illinois, where the elause
of the will is said by the defendsnts to be
valid, the purpose of the testator, toward
which the trustees and executors have al-
ready expended $51,000 will probably be
carried out.

Mr. Ogden was in the70's. when he
died on August 3, 1877, leaving a widow,
but now children. He had gone from here
to Chicago, where he made” his fortune, but
returned to live in this city about ten years
before his death. He divided his estate
into 20 parts by his will, leaving all but one
and a half parts to his wife and relativea

Some of the Income Devoted to Charity.

He directed that the income of the one
and a half shares should be devoted to such

charitable purposes as a mejority of his
executors and trustees should select during

the lives ot his widow, Marianns A. Ogden,
and his brother-in-law, Edward L. Sheldon.

At the death of the suryivor the principal
was to be applied to charitable purposes at
the diseretion of the executors and trustees.
Any portion not =o applied to charitable
purposes they were empowered to distributa
among any of the relatives of the decedsnt
who were in need.

Justice Pattterson holds that ths trust
is void under the law of this State, because
there is no benefici.ry provided for who
could enforss it. Suck money as has been
set aside to sarry out the trust, he decidea
must be distributed as if the decedent die
intestate.

Lands In Other States Unaffected,

He decides, however, that the reinvested
proceeds of the sale of lands in other States
retain their legal character of land ontside
of this State, and are not affected by his de-~
cision, He declines to on the question
of the validity of the trust clause so far as it
concerns realty in other States.

Willard Parker Butler, attorney for the
five nephews and nieces who contested the
validity of the trust clause, said to-day:
“The suit was brought on sccount of a di-
vergence of opinion among the executors
and trustees as to the validity of the clause
and to secure a fund which, on November
30, 1891, amounted to $£270,000, put in trust
companies in this eity to carry out the
trust provision. When the executors made
